A PITIFUL STOEY. 

There ii well grouuded appreheiieioa iq 
England that tho coining winter will be 
ono uf i^roat diatreah aniuDg tho working 
uluEBOH. Thero has boon very liltlo im- 
pruruiiiunt in thu Btuto (if triidu, and 
thero iH .ilroady ii groat Isck of w rk uven 
for akillud lubour, It liHn boon sut^gcatod 
that it 18 ubaolutely uecesaary thai roliuf 
works Bhnuld bo organized at once, and 
the Pall Mall Oazolte, under tho hoad- 
ing "Digging v. Begging," publiHhea a 
synopsis of thr rep irt of the Wandsworth 
and Olftpham Union on their uxperiinont 
in thtt direction last year. It aays: "Tho 
repoit shows very clearly (1) how groat 
/w«i tho distress, (2) how small was tho 

i, iexpenso of relieving, and then (3) sug 
geits how desirable it would be Id always 
substituto work for doles, digging for 
begginK-" The works at Wandsworth 
oonaiutbd of e.xocutiu,:; tho foundations for 
the proposed now building for extending 
the wurkhuiisu, and in digging for snnd, 
ballast, etc. About two hundred men a 
day were employed, at least thirty of 
them being workaien of various trades, 
and the wages pwid were 2d. Gd. per day 
of eight hours. It is suggeeted that in 
future instances of widespread distress, 
similar rulicf wurlis ubould bo o^nduclrd, 
and the distribution of charitable funds 
should be given in payment for work 
done rather than as a dole, la the same 
oonnectiou a melancholy interest attaches 
to the tale told by a mechanic, in tho 
same issue of the Gazette, of a month's 
experience in search of work. On 
August iJth ho left London and walked 
to Lutun, thirty miles. At the foundries 
there ho was told next day that they had 
no work for their own men. Ho then 
walked to Bedfonl, where he received the 
same answer to his inquires, and went 
on to Northampton, which ho reached 
with lO^d. in his pocket, having had only 
one meal thM day. Next day he was 
again told that uo work was lo bo had, so 

. lie WAlked on all night, arriving at Bir- 
mingham on the morning of the 12tb. 
Still ho could find nothing to do, and was 
told that trade was as bad as it had been 
for three years. Having no money left, 
and having been without food all day, he 
begged for enough to obtain a night's shel- 
ter, but, only raising 2^d., he was obliged 
to BI9BP in an unfiniebed buildinf;. The 
next five days he spent in looking for work 
in Biriniiighaui, being without food two 
days and sleeping in an outhouaa three 
nights. His only sustunance during this 
time was a few pieces of bread which he 
begged. Thonco he walked to Burton -on- 
Trent and Derby, living on the proceeds of 
a shilling given him by sopio men in a foun- 
dry. At neither place could he get employ- 
ment; and ho walked through rain thirty- 
six miles to Sheffield, arriving thero on the 
20th. The next day ho spent looking in 
vain for work, and without anything 
to eat, Ha begged enough money to pay 
for bis lodgings for the uight. The next 
four days were apent in Bbeffiold and the 
neighboring districts. A largo colliery 
owner to whom the unfortunate man was 
directed told him that he had not enough 
work for one-half of his men. Ue gave 
: him, however, a shilling, which paid for 
'two meals and a bed . On the 2(jth he 
walked thitty-eight. miles to Nottingham, 
baying made up hia.niind to get baok to 
London.' In a field un the road he found 
two small turnips, which constituted his 
food for the day. He knew Nottingham 
well, having worked there before, and 
found a friend who furnished him with 
food abd a bed for two days. At one 
factory, at which formerly from eighty to 

. one hundred hands were employed, only 
seven were at work, making about twenty- 
seven hours a week. On the evening of 
the '-jlai, he arrived at Loicostcr, and 
slept under a hayrick. Daring the next 
day he received 8d. for putting a load of 
coal into a cellar and was there- 
by enabled to obtain food and a night's 
lodg^g.' Still no other work was to be had, 
and the next day the poor man walked on 
to Coventry, eating on the road a few black- 
berries from tho hedgen. He there sold 
two puir.s of sockH and hiii shirt for 9d. and 
got a btd. M none of the bicycle works 
could he iiu J emplo} ment, being told that 
tbey wore more likely to dieehargo their 
workmen than take on any ujoro. On Sep- 
tember i he walked to Noitbanipton, where 
he Bold bis wttistcoat for b sbilliug to buy 

' food and lodging. He again tried in vain 
for work, and then started tor London, 
wblch he reached after walking two dayn 
and two nighta witbont aby sustenance bnt 
water and blackberries. This is indeed a 
pitiful story, and it ilhistratoH very forcibly 
the Had condition of ull'aira nmong English 
workiugriion. The writer states further 
that biH eiptiifciices have couviuced him 
that fully six-teutbp of tho working clusses 
in Eugluud are out of employment. It ie 
little wouder'theu that philanthropists are 
urging the establi&hmont of works which 
wiU give these pour people relief, and at the 
■amp time ntve them from tbe bnmUiation 
ofliTtngdn bharity. . 

TMS MAYOR A BAN DONS TEE 

FORT. 

Tho attitude of his worship at the city 
council meeting on Wednesday evening 
cuusod an 'bi.riy <1 insolution of ttio meet- 
ing, and the laying over of some very im- 
portant buaincuH. From tho first we have 
maintained that the mayor has Djt only a 
right to the casting vt te — he is also 
obliged to cast it. The law says "shall," 
not "may." It is imperative not permis- 
sive. Frequontly act« of parliament road: 
"It shall bu lawful" for a judijo tj do 
thus and bo. Ii haa been held (tho autli- 
oritiea are many) that the judge is obliged 
to perform an act under that reading just 
■B if the ttuute had read he "shall" do so 
and so* The mayor, who would seem to 
have made a law unto himself, declines — 
refuses to vote .ind in tho midst of the 
hubbub waltzea oT to Winnipeg. The 
council will meet this evening and ap- 
point a ohairman; but how oan he give 
tho oasttog voU 'having voted already! 
We oan see no way out of the difficulty 
■horfc of the supreme court and a writ of

There are at least two 
hundred young men in Victoria to-day who 
have not known the genial inlUionces of a 
home life for uiaiij 111011 tlis. Uutsiile 
of business hours their exist('uee 
is solitary and tho long evening 
hours hang heavy. They find no pleasure 
in going to their loneaomu room, and what 
is left but to seek some resort wliero com- 
panions of any kind would bo more wel- 
come than to pass the evening alone. Too 
often the saloons bec.iiiie a haunt of tlie-ie 
young men who gradually bi'couie iinrd- 
enou to the rough elements uf the places, 
and all desire, for the quiet fire side 
among kind loving hearta is forever elim- 
inated.

There are lakes and good grass feed for 
summer on Carpenter mountain, bnt the 
growth of trees is similar to that we pass- 
ed through in tho "green timber," though 
vegetation, on account of the greater rain- 
fall, is more luxuriant. At various points 
we catch glimpsBs of the lovely valley 
[lassed the day before, and wonder why it 
IS that the road does not follow its course. 
A little questioning enlightens ui. Mad 
the wagon road branched off to the north- 
westward from Kelker'n, six miles below 
the i.~)0, and run through Williaina lake 
valley, and then along tho I'Vasur river, 
an iilinoal level grade Ilia untiro dialaiico 
would liivvo been acciued, a good farming 
::iactioii tapped, and the distance a trille 
le»«nuQd. Instead of thia it climbs over 
Carpenter mountain into Deep oreok val- 
ley, runs ill this a fuw miles, then 
there ia a long ascent to the sunioiit of 
tile road (ui tho hill betivaeii 
Doop creuk and Soda creek and a 
very atoep descent to tho latter. Had 
tho Williams lake valley been follow- 
ed the distance oould be aooomplishod ill 
one half the time and a groat saving thus 
made and alao ia horse- llosh and wagon 
repairs. Aa it ia settlors in Witliarni lake 
have secured a sleigh road from that point 
by a moderately easy grade to Deep creek 
and >>y this save a day in hauling goods 
to Soda crook. Should there ever again 
be a large hauling trade over the Cariboo 
road, the diverging uf tha line by the 
course mentioned would be a necessity. 

DKKP Cr.EEK 

was formerly a noted stopping place, and 
many are the stories t«.ld of the man who 
kept the hotel at that point. There are 
still remeiuiiig tho ruiua of the buildings, a 
heavy IreHhut having uwept through the 
valley aoaie years ago dontroyiug everything 
in its cour.se. The former line raiuhe is 
now n roriorvo for the Soda creek Indians. 
It ia (enced weHtwaid for miles and grown 
iMftgnitlceut ci'0[w of wild bay. The Indi- 
ans do not cultivate it in any othor way — 
tboy iiiorely cm hay aud sell it, allowing 
thoir own cattle to look out for themsolven 
nt all times, wiut«r or aummer. 

It took our hoi-ses a long time to oiimb 
tho steep hill from Deep creek, aud it was 
uenr uoon wher 'e nt last sighted Soda 
Creek far heueHtk uu the small beuch 
along the side t he Pra.ier rivoj. The 
descent to this w very bleep, aud if tho 
brake had given '. it would hiiro rosnlted 
in our de-Hlriiclion, but our driver had hia 
foot planted squarely ou it, and held tho 
heavy coach iu check. We cross a wooden 
bridge over a deep chasm formud by Soda 
creek, a Buinll stream, utilized to drive a 
llouriug mill near iU mouth, owned by Mr. 
J. F. Hawkes, whoao rauche wo catch tt 
glimpse of from the hill. 

At last we pull up in frost of 
aiit. p. DirNT.Kvy's 
hotel ami atore, and are given a hearty wel- 
come by fiiuiiliur faces. Soda crook eou- 
.lisls of llio iiHiial buildings to he found at 
uU stopping places on the road, thonghheie 
is carried ou a larger trade with Indians, 
magnificent furs from the surrounding 
country being secured in large quantity. 
The other hotel and trading store is that 
kept by Mr. Bobert MoXieesa, M. P. P., 
where i.s also the postoffioe, the telegraph 
office being between the two hotels. Then? 
aru Cliiueao atores, for iu many places in 
tho near ueighborhaoil uro numerous (Jeles- 
liiils individually or iu oonipanies working 
old bars or new beuclK.'S, in some iiiHtancea 
bringing water a distaiioe of ten or twelve 
miles for the purjiose of washing tho banks. 

Wo secure hero another passenger in 
the person of Mr. W, Craib, an old Cali- 
fornia mining man on hia way to B.irker- 
villo to look at the quartz At dinner we 
samplu some liomu-curcd hum, of the 
tliiust quality — another of tho luxuries 
of tho far interior. Tlio cook ai this ho- 
tel ia a siX'foot Celestial and the day bo- 
fore our arrival he was sworn in as a 
British subject by Mr. Justice Walkein, 
whom VTO had mot at Deep creek being 
driven to Clinton asaizoa in a apooial of 
the stjgo company. The horaes are 
changed here, and a pretty lively loam 
are harnessed up. The leaders balk and 
prance around, aud receive a lashing from 
tho whip. This has the effect of general- 
ly mixing the horses and harness, and we 
begin to feel a trillo nervous aa to Uio 
result. Finally thoy start, the loaders 
roaring on their hind legs, aud at last 
breaking into a mad galop. But the 
steep hill soon settles their energy and by 
the time we reach tho top they uro con- 
tent to trot along at a good speed. Wo 
have also had a change of drivers, Mr. 
Tate tho youii'er thia time handling tho 
ribbons. Wo pass Mr. Diiiilevy's ranclio, 
as lino a piece of land as over eye looked 
upon, running for two miles along the 
wagon road and strotching from this to 
the river, I.LIOO acres altogether under 
fence, 'i'horo is plenty of water for irri- 
gation purpoaQs, and inagiiinoont cropa of 
grain and roots urd raided, though, as 
every whore oUo in Ciriboo the fiiriii is 
not cultivated to hitlf its capacity. Bj- 
sides this rancho Mr. Dunlevy has a mag- 
nificent stretch of gracing laud. .liii). 
Muckin's and McLean's ranches aro pass- 
ed, the r(/od winding through a timbered 
country ou the bonchos near the river.

we see tho old stern wheel steamer now 

hauled out, tho property of Mr, McLoeso. 
This Hie.iniur has tloiio good servico iu 
freighting in the old daya, and looks aa 
though il was still e(|Ual 
to an emorgeiicy. Tho navi- 
gation of tho Frasor from Soda crook 
to (.,)uoanelle and further on ia oxcoUont, 
tho river being wide and deep, a great 
ooutrast to its ruggud clmraclor aoutli of 
Soda creek. Tho banks ou oilhor sidu 
aio gently rising beiiohuo, lightly covered 
with timberM We roach Alexandria whore 
is the ranohe owned by Mr. A. Molnnes. 
This is also a postal station and the way- 
fa.iU is re-SBSortod. Again we at irl, th'j 
site of old Foit Aloxmdrio b?ing pointed 
out to us a fuw miloR further cii. 

From this (H)iiit and for many miles 
\TS can tiasily note thtt charac- 



ter of the country on tlie opposite side of 
the river. The banks aro low and the 
land rises in gentle benches, looking like 
giant steps to the distant moaiitaino. 
Several miles from tho river on a higher 
bench wo can see tho bright green fields 
of tho ranch owned by Mr. W. Mnrri- 
snn, company's agont, at tho IM. 'J'hia 
rancho is over 1000 acres in extent and 
large crops uf grain are raised without ir- 
rigating. There aro in sight

of similar land, very little other work 
boing necessary than that of ploughing 
aud sowing. This same condition of 
things oxiatii on tho east aide of the river, 
for we puss over many thousands of acres 
of table land, and bolow us on lower 
beuuhoB is plenty more of the aamu char- 
acter. When ogress uiiu ingress to this 
portion of the country becomes quicker 
and cheaper, and a market demands tha 
production of greater crops, there ia little 
doubt but that this section, which even 
now ia clothed iu pleasing wild beauty, 
will become a cultivated gardeny the 
homo of a thrilty people. 

Wo pass the fine ranches of W. Free- 
man, I). Livingstone (nephew of tho 
great African explorer) A. Clink's, Price's 
ranche, where the horses are given a 
driuk from u mountain stream. Louis 
Ourzon's ronoho ia a long stretch of well 
cultivated fields, fair cropa being grown 
without irrigation . ThLsc in he said of 
many of tho farms which wo paas, though 
of course where irrigation is practicable, 
a heavier crop is secured, and in excep- 
tionally dry seasons the hasbandman is 
also sure of his crop. Further on we 
piiaa I'alph Shaw's lately taken up rancho 
alroady well fencuil, and with fair crop 
this season. For a long diataiiue we tra- 
vel without roeotiug any cultivated 
Htrotches, and at lost wo come in sight of 
ihc 

" Al .STltAI.IA.N IIANCIIK," 

owned and operated by .Stephua Downes. 
This ranche presents the loveliest stretoli 
of cultivated land that wo have ever seen. 

ll roaches fr.iiii the wiignu i-'Ad ts t!iu 
Fraaer Kii-er a mile, ami i.s ni width near- 
ly a iiiilo, 1 acrt s under fence, and a 
portion being prot»>eii5d by a stoop bemdi 
forming a natural wall. The river is seen 
in ibo distanuo, and tho varied tinla of 
dark and ' light oreens, bright and dark 
yull.iws where the grain and graua luia 
boon cut cloao 1 > tho ground, formed an 
iiumeiiHo natural lalile a:^ level seemingly 
aa though it had been t)laiied. Another 
large rancho ia owned a milu and u-half 
south of thia onu, but it ia not being oper- 
ated ut preaunt. The Australian rancho 
secures ita name from having been taken 
up by pal ties from Australia, Mr. Downes 
having been hern sineo 'li-. This year 
'_'()0,OCX) nouiidrt of gr.iiji and 100 tons of 
hay woro li.irvealod, while the root crops 
are of w.iiiderfiil uxcelloncu. It is at this 
point that we aecurn a change of horse.i 
to carry us through to Quesnelle, the end 
of our 88 mile journey for the day. We 
also refresh the inner man from the abun- 
dance of good things i)rovided. It ia 
nearly six o'clock when we commence tho 
ascent of the short hill leading to the top 
of' the bench, from which point «e can 
look down upon the lovely picture beneath 
us. ' 

M a point a oouple of miles further on 
the iitage leaves the Cariboo road and 
tikus that loading to the "Bohaniion 
ranche," onu of tho oldest in tho district. 
There aro largo rciidunco aud numerous 
outbuildings, whilo the rancho ia chiefly 
iu two iiumonso loirol tiulds where lusg- 
nificent crops have, always- been, raised. 
Bosidus these, on -the opptisiie side of tho 
road, are other smaller fields. - We' run 
along thia rancho for some considerable 
distance and ugaiu roach the old road, 
after which we twico pdss fenced fields of 
largo extent, principally for hay, belong- 
ing to tho ranche. Night ii upon us, but 
the moon sheds u soft lixLt, aud the long 
drive from Bohannon'a to (,|uesnollo is 
enlivened hy singing, racy stories, etc., 
our driver giving an ininiitablu Irish 
sketch. It is nearly eleven o'clock when 
our horsea trot down tho .stoop hill, tho 
brake oreakiutj with a noiao worthy of a 
Red Rivor carl. Wo cross over the tjuoa- 
nello rivor on a long wooden llowo triias 
bridge of substantial build, and iu u few 
niiiiutos draw up in front of Mr. Jamoa 
Reed's, M. P. P., tho e.^proas agont at 
Quesnelle.

ARTIFICIAL RUBIES. 

BoDus Cems Sent from Geneva to 
Parisian Diamond Merchants, 

New York, Oct. 6. — An interesting 
])aper wa.s read last e\'eiiing before the 
iN'ew York .Academy of Scienci^.s by 
(luorgc b\ Kunz, the subject being 
"New Artificial Kubies." Ho explain- 
ed that early last summer a syndicate 
of diamond merchants in Paris was 
led to suspect that a number of rubies 
that were <jfr(>red for sale, from Switzer- 
land were not genuine, Tlioy were sent 
by a well-known liousi! in (ieneva and 
a careful exuiiiiii:i.t\i)ii, which was 
speedily made, eHlablishod the theory 
tl^t the stouea-were,.' the product of 
fiAion. Their actual value would not 
exceed twenty francs; their nominal 
value as rubles would run from i5!l,000 
to .$2,000. Tlie stone had the requisite 
lianlncHH of the ruby, but was a irillo 
more brittle, and tlu! color, while not 
as^good M the finest rubies, was still 
equal to that of fairly good stones, 
.\Ir, Kunz said that thoi-e is every 
reason to believe that the now stono is 
formed by fusing aluminativn lead 
with silica in a sand crucible; the 
silica takes up the lead oxide and liber- 
ates the alumina,' which orystallizas 
the form of corundulni. It Ja also' eyi- 
dent that some chromium salt, is aidded 
to give color to the stone. ', - • >
